Scarcely hed he stepped from this

I explosion accom panied by a cloud of 
I heavy dust. The cylinder of solid iron 
and o ther sections 
of 
heavy 
metal 
were torn into fra g m e n ts which went 
flying through the air. 
All the iron 
work on the fro n t of the m achine was 
torn aw ay and broken into small bits, 
('h u n k s of the m etal w ere la ter found 
ilk) feet from the w recked machine. 
F lying lum ber struck both Mr. K ep­ 
ner and Mr. C u rren t. Mr. K epner was 
knocked down by a blow on the side 
I of the head 
but 
quickly 
recovered 
himself.

The cause of the explosion 
is 
not 
known. Some a ttrib u te it to 
any 
of 
ith e causes which would m ake a cyl­ 
inder explode, others think th a t some 
foreign m a tte r had gotten 
into 
the 
se p a ra to r or cylinder. 
No 
explosive 
could have torn the cylinder into such 
small pieces as it was an open one. 
The m achine was com pletely w reck­ 
ed ab o u t the dam aged portions and 
will require an outlay of several hun­ 
dred dollars. More th an a 
w heelbar­ 
row load of broken pieces w ere clean­ 
sed up a fte r the smoke cleared away.

T h e th re e 
th a t do not fea r to show them selves 
en tertain ed th o u san d s of persons on 
both .sides of the river and hundreds in 
launches and canoes. T h e seals would 
not separate. W h en one would dive for 
a I sh his com rade would do as he did, 
and then all would com e up, look 
around and ap parently laugh cynically. 
Tile sm allest of th e trio proved to 
be a favorite early in w rat the boys 
called a circus. H e would poke his 
nose out of th e w ater directly in front 
of a launch, frisk his w hiskers and 
tem pt those in th e boat to give chase. 
W hen they did so th e seal would give 
a kind of titter and disappear. \ t one 
tim e th e little fellow swam directly 
in front of H erb ert Litseuberg, who 
wan sw im m ing in front of the W est 
Philadelphia B oat club, and for nearly 
thirty m inutes seem ed to tantalise the 
sw im m er by inviting a chase.

T H IN TH E APPLES. 
If w hat is usually known as the 
June drop does not thin the apples 
sufficiently the work should be done 
by band. 
T he rule usually followed 
is to thin th e fruit when It Is at»out 
the size of hickory nuts from six to 
seven Indies apart, depending som e­ 
w hat ii I m nj th** size which the fruit a t­ 
tains when it is ripe. 
This thinning 
process not only will improve the size 
and quality of the fruit, but greatly 
lessens the danger of a breaking down 
of the tree through overloading. 
If 
the first thinning is not found suffi­ 
cient it m ay be repeated, though It is 
better to do tho am ount required the 
first tim e over.
